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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
JEWISH “MAY MEETINGS.” 


Mr. Arehor Henriques made a sugg+stion at the recent annual meeting of the 
Anglo-Jewdsh Association which deserves consideration. He thought that the 


example set by some of the great dissenting bodies might be followed with 
advantage by the Jews. A series of annual meetings, after the pattern of those — 
kno+n as May Meetings, might be held annually, in which papers of general 


Jewish and communal interest might be read and discussed. No doubt, some- 
Something is wanting to stimulate 


a lump of leaven, and nothing would be so well calculated to produce this effect 
as to bring together into a common arena classes which are not in the habit 


of meeting on common ground, and therefore are apt to form cliques, each — 


moving in a narrow circle of ideas of its own, each fancying it alone possess: s 


the monopoly of communal wisdom and zeal, and consequently is apt to look 

- down with indifference, if not contempt, on anything not emanating from its own | 

sphere. The clash of flint and steel elicits a spark, which may be fanned into a 
flame. Bring together the provinces with their less excited and therefore less — 


distracted feelings and vision, and greater leisure, with the more experienced 


but less moveable and Jess impressionable metropolis, and an exchange of ideas — 


will ensue which cannot but prove useful to Jewish interests. Such meetings 
would offer a congenial field to Jewish thought and feeling; would re-invig: rate 
Jewish sentiment, kindle fresh zeal, aud bring oot latent administrative tale: t 
and business habits. Of course not every paper offered would be read. A 
committee would have to be formed to which the papers proposed to be read

Hebrew studies. The union of the synagogues in the provinces as well as in the 
metropolis. The organisatian of the communal charity all over the kingdom. 
The emigration question. The duties of the several congregations in reference 
to general burdens. International communion of the several Jewish organisa- 
tions and other questions of gravity sure to crop up from time to time as new 
emergencies are evolved in the course of events, and as new wants make them- 
selves felt. But then who has to take the lead in the movement, shape ani 
guide it? The Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association might, if most of the 
subjects to be discussed did not lie beyond its phere of action. The Association 
has taken in hand international matters, and most of the subjects brought for- 
ward would no doubt be more strictly of home interest. The Board of Depn- 
ties is not likely to move. It is too much tied down by routine and precedent. 
It is all red tape. None of its predecessors have engage‘ in such a venturesou: 


The promotion of 


: The United Synagogue would be likely 
to be most benefitted by it. 


It in itself is anovelty. Such a movement, if not travelling on its track, would 


certainly run in a ‘parallel groove. But then might there not be at the back 


ground some M Veto? Some nervous member of the Council frightened at 


~ his own shadow, might propose that the question should be submitted to the 


ecclesiastical Board in order to ascertain whether such meetings are compatible with 
orthodox Judaism ; whether they might not threaten some vague danger to some 


‘time honored custom and thus shake the Jewish constitution to the very founda | 


tion. For instance. Might not some body waut to read a paper on the manuer 


of giving more solemnity to the Bar Mitzvah or assign to women some larger 


share in religious life ; or propose the abolition of some piyutim or horribile 


dictu moot the question of introducing the organ into divine worship.

The confession was to be made to 
God, Who alone had the power to pardon. The confession, moreover, did not 


| extend beyond the particular sin for which the sacrifice was offered. But 


Christianity could not rest satisfied with this simple arrangement, so harmless 
in its nature,and so conducive to true repentance, and , consequently, to the future 
avoidance of sin. In its mania for innovation, or development, as it chooses 


to call 1ts exaggerations and perversions, the simple temple servant becomes an 


ordained priest of the church, and is promoted to the office of mediator between the 
sinning as well as sinful soul and God. The confession is not to be made to God, 


but to His lieutenant on earth, just as sinful as the sinner before him, and the 


power of pardoning is tranferred from God to the priest. In his ordination he 
is distinctly extolled and puffed up by the ordaining bishop addressing him “Receive 
the Holy Ghost for the Office and Work of a Priest in the Church of God, now com- 


mitted unto thee by the Imposition of our hands. Whose sins thou dost forgive, 


they are forgiven ; and whose sins thou dost retain, they are to be retained,” 


&c. At the same time the flocks are enjoined to confess to the priest as often 
as possible, and are, of course, taught to believe in the tremendous power of the 
priest either to free them from their sins, and thus to prepare for them a 


heavenly mansion, or to refuse them absolution, and thus to sentence them to 


the place where there is incessant weeping and gnashing of teeth. And no 
protest cf the Bishop of London and of other prelates, such as has been given 
utterance to at the late Convocation of thé Province of Canterbury, will be able 
to invalidate this reasoning, or to weaken the feeling which the solemn dec ‘lara- 
tion alluded to made in the course of the ordination must evoke. The Spectator 
observes with great justice: “But the true situation which tests the mind of the 
Church is the case of the sick or dying man who has grave sins on his 
conscience ; and in this case the Church did not even venture to make the 
confession a purely voluntary thing. The minister is directed to ‘ examine 
whether he [the sick man] repents him truly of his sins,’ so that even this is 
not to rest on the judgment of the penitent ;—the priest himself is to form his 


own judgment of the sick man’s penitence. Further, ‘The sick person shall be 


moved to make a special confession of his sins, if he feel his conscience troubled 


with any weighty matter,’ —of which, of course, the priest, by his previous ‘exam 

ination,’ has been instructed to form his own impressions. And then it is added 

‘After which confession, the priest shall absolve him (if hetruly and heartily desire 
it) after this sort, "—the ‘sort’ in question, being, as everybody kuows, the most 
distinctly and even imperiously sacerdotal in the whole prayer book.’ We wil) not 
speak of the tremendous power thus placed in the hands of a fallible mortal 
subject to all weaknesses, all errors, and all passions which flesh is heir to. 
We will not expatiate upon the woful thraldom of the laity, of the chains thus 
forged for the bencfit of the priest, wherewith to bind all, from the day laborer 
in his hovel to the prince on the throne, upon the system of espionage, thus 
organised and legalised, whereby the priest can possess himself not only of 
individual but of all family secrets, and thereby establish a tyranny such as no 
Roman imperator was ever able to exercise, can incite to the darkest crimes and 
inflict tortures upon the nervous, timid, and sensitive, be they men or women 

80 exquisite, and so piercing as to surpass any with which he can threaten his vic- 
tims to be their lot in the world to come. We will not suppose that any priest could 
be so degenerated as to willingly abuse the power entrusted to him in the manner 


* adumbrated. Wewil! assume that he is animated with the best intentions, brimful 


of charity and philanthropy. Wall not this very charity, this very burning love 
for his flock impel him to incur that very guilt in question with which the priests 
of the Holy Cross are charged? The more earnest they are, the more sincerely 
they believe in the power given them, the more heavily must weigh upon them 
he sense of the responsibility for their flocks imposed upon thens, and the more 
anxious must they be for the salvation of those entrusted to tneir care. ‘They 
feel that it is incumbent upon them to acquaint those who come to confession 
with all feelings, thoughts and acts which constitute sin, lest they from shcer 
i-norance, not knowing that and wherein they had transgressed, night leave numen- 
tioned sume of the offences, and, of course, not be absolved from them, and thus 
perish in their guilt and be lost for ever. Such a manual, therefore, becomes a 
necessity for the conscientious priest, to serve him as a guide in his anxiety

THE JEWS OF KURDISTAN. 


The given in. the. last annual report. of the Anglo-Jewish 
kasbtntion is indeed interesting. But it is not the first intelligence which has 
in modern time reached Europe from this remote and secluded corner of the 
globe. The traveller Benjamin IT, who died some years ago in this inetropolis, 


published various details with respect to these Jews, whom he visited three 


times in his “Eight Years of Travel in Asia and Africa,” a portion of which 


we transcribe: 


The condition of the Jews in a religious, moral and social point of view is as follows: Their 
ignorance with regard to re ligion excites pity. Few among them can read or write, and in this 
they are far behind all our other coreligionists Whom | have met on my trave sia. Some Bibles arid 
prayet books are certainly to be found in these desolate mountains; but few uuderstand the Use 0! 
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them, and fewer still how to say their prayers. The elementary notions, and the knowledge of the 


grand ideas of :héir forefathers and brethren, are completely wanting in them; and in many places | 


ey have never seen a Pentateuch. 
7 “Tradition only has preserved the celebration of the Sabbath and biblical festivals, as well as 


circumcision. and the killing of animals; but these sacred customs are performed so imperfectly and 


mechanically, that it can be distinctly seen that they neither know the purpose nor the reason of 
-bem, and are utterly ignorant of what they are doing. 

In a social point of view their condition is lamentable ; for the greater number live in a state of 
most oppressed slavery. The Kurd owns no master; and in his stupidity and brutality assumes to 


jiimself the most unlimited rights, which no one can dispute with him. He acts as uncontrolled 
master over the property, life,and even the feelings of his Jewish slaves. The Nestorians are quite 


in the same condition as the Jews, | 
The poll tax, an unbearable burden, is not enough,- -any trifling thing, any and every excuse 1s _ 
cufficient to jeopardise and disturb the existence of these unfortunate beings. They are ill-used, 


sold and murdered, just as the master pleases. They eat the sad bread of exile, and moisten it with 
their tears and with their blood, I have visited hundreds of families hving scattered in these 
mountains. and did not find one which could get from this unendurable existence. I cannot express 
what 1 felt at the sight of all this misery, for their low cendition and their troubles are indescribable. 
From attacks without they are sometimes powerfully protected; but this does not arise from 
generosity or from love of right; but is solely attributable to the advantage and personal interest 
of their selfish Kurdish masters, . | 


In the districts of Kurdistan, which is now under the rule of the Sub'ime Torte, the condition of | 


the Jews is somewhat more endurable. The Moslem appointed by the government have abolished 
élavery ; the poll tax gees direct into the hands of the Pacha. m | 

But the hour of justice and humanity for these unhappy ones is not yet come. When I was 
obliged unexpectedly to give up my second journey to the mountains of Kurdistan, and to leave my 
brethren there to save my own life, I was surrounded by the emissaries of four cities and of about 
thirty other places, which I had the intention to visit. How many others may there be in other 


parte of this barbarous country, whose existence is hitherto unknown to the scientific investigator 
and to the world; and who can tell how long this state of seclusion may still last! 


What their fate is now that the wave of war is rolling so near their homés, God 
In dne time we shall no doubt learn all about it. Meanwhile, it | 
is satisfactory to know that Kurdistan is at present annexed tu Turkey. Recent 


events in that empire will no doubt contribute towards ameliorating their fate. 
Turkey is passing through a terrible crisis. When she comes out of it she will 
have to turn overa new leaf if she wants to prevent a total break up of the Empire, 
The proposed reforms will have to become a reality, and the Jews, from whom she 
has to fear the least, will be the first of the several heterogeneous nationalities 
and creeds sheltered under thé Crescent upon which she will look with a 
favourable eye. It will be for the Anglo-Jewish Association to extend its 
activity to this outlying branch of the Jewish stem. It is probably reached 
easiest froin Bagdad, and this city is already in close connection both with the 
Alliance and the Association. There is Yemen with its thousands of Jews, now 
a Turkish province. Its capital, Saana, contains as large a Jewish population 
as any of the larger European communities. Yemen is to be reached through 
Aden, and Aden is an English possession, Per’aps the Association will soon 
be rich enough to be able to send an emissary of its own to these dist ant countries 
to study the social and intellectual wants of these Jews on the spot, and to see 


by what means their well-being, and especially education, could be promoted: | 


BRAZIL AND THE JEWS.--In the report of the Empire of Brazil at the 
Philadelphia Exhibition, published «t Rio de’Janeiro, under the head of the 
charitable institutions will be found the Benevolent Union of the Israelites of 
srazil. The imperial report says this institution is of but recent origin ; but it 
speaks favourably for the liberality of Dom Pedro that such an organization 
should, in a purcly Catholic country, receive notice, and worthy of being classed 
as one of the institutions of the land. Under the head of the established religion 
the imperial report says: ‘The religion of the Empire is the Roman Catholic 
Apostolic. All other religions, however, are allowed with their domestic or 
private worship in buiidings consecrated to that purpose, but without any 
external appearance of temples. In Brazil no one can be prosecuted for his 
religious opinions. It is only exacted that public morals. be not offended and 
that the State rcligion be respected as the State respects other religions and even 
punishes with imprisonment and fine those who may from a religious motive, 
abuse, persecute or jest with any religion established in the Empire; the public 
prosecutor acting for the State. The powers of the State have often granted 
pecuniary aid toward the erection of houses of worship and for the maintenance 
of ministers of other religions in the State colonies. The children of those who 
are not Catbolics are not obliged to receive religious instruction given to the 
children of Catholics. The marriages of non-Catholics are respected in all their

Remember 
that not a few were wounded. I leave the rest to you. Some, believing, and 
with much reason, that the Russians only wished to kill them, fled wildly into 
the mountains—helpless, hopeless, running they knew not whither, running only 
for dear life. Amongst these were some 200 Jewish families—say 1,200 souls 
in all—of whom all I can say is that they are now starving, and without the 
means of keeping body and spirit together. I believe a message was telegraphed 
from this place to-day begging the President of the Alliance Israelite Univer- 


selle of Paris for immediate aid ; but I have little doubt that lung ere that aid 


comes these 1,200 miserable ones will be numbered with the other dead who 
have been victims of Russian ferocity.”

On the whole, the Press have decidedly leant to the side of the Jews, and have 
taken up the cudgels in their behalf in protesting against the senseless tyranny 


of men like Judge Hilton. The American journals teem with allusions to the 
subject. Even Bret Harte has written a humorous poem, entitled ‘“ That 


-’Ebrew Jew,’ in which that scarcastic writer ridicules the distinction drawn 
between “ Llebrew and Jew,” and is altogether very severe upon Judge Hilton. 
The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher also in a forcible sermon took up the cause of — 


the Jews; snd the balance of public opinion is said to run decidedly in their 
favour. ‘The whole incident appears characteristic of the Americans. Every 


petty detail, however remotely connected with the. affair, is exaggerated until — 
in the maze one is apt to lose sight altogether of the original grievance. The — 


Daily News also editorially comments upor the incident, and says: “ The Civil 


Rights Bill passed in 1875 for the protection of the negroes will give to the | 


Jews such guarantee for equal treatment as an Act of Congress can afford. 


But the law unfortunately cannot disarm a base and cruel social prejudice. 


The sound heart of America must, and we doubt not will, unequivocally con- 


demn. the despicable intolerance of what. calls itself Society, and shame even — 


fashionable caprice into a sounder mind. But the process will be a long one. 
The Jewe, on the whole, are less to be pitied than the Christians at Saratoga, 
whose conduct displays a moral degeneracy of fatal import. Christian intoler- 
ance in the Western world does not take the brutal forms which it assumes in 
some countries of Eastern Europe. But it is even more contemptible.”

QUTRAGE IN TRANSYLVANIA. 
TO THE ELITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir, --I have postponed writing to you on the subject of an incident which 
recently took place in the Austrian dominions, in the expectation that abler 


pens than mine would acquaint you with the facts. But finding no mention of - 
them either in this or last week’s number, I beg to lay the plain unvarnished | 


tale before your readers. Transylvania is now, as you are no doubt aware, an 
integral part of the kingdom of Hungary, of which it forms the south-western 
portion. In this country, as all over the Austro-Hungarian empire, no distinction 


of religion affects the political status of the citizens. But their social and 


financial position is, alas, very much affected by religious differences. 


Transylvania is inhabited by four different races. There are, first of all, 


the Hungarians, mostly nobles, who are the large landed proprietors; then the 


- Saxons, whose separate and peculiar communities form, so to speak, islands in ~ 


the great sea of Magyars; thirdly, the Wallacks, or Roumanians, who are of the 
same race and speak the same tongue as their brothers over the mountains in 
Roumania proper; these men are the peasants who work on the Hungarian 
estates, and a few, but very few of them, have attained wealth and position ; 
and, lastly, the Jews, who are scattered by two’s and three’s in every village, 


-and who earn an honest livelihood by trade in corn, cattle and distilled liquors. 


Having been engaged on the East Hungarian Railway for nearly three years, I 
can speak from experience when I state that the Jews are the only “ business 


-men” in the country, that they are the only ones who keep their word and their 


engagements, the only ones with whom business transactions are likely to. end 


satisfactorily. Of course they have the faults cansed by three or four centuries — 


of oppression. They are what an Englishman might call mean; they are 
humble, submissive, and almost cringing, so afraid are they of the ill-usage they 
have been so long used to. ‘But I always found them much harder-working than 
the lazy, drunken Wallacks, and much: more honest than the Hungarians, who 
are too proud to keep their word. | 

In a remote village in Transylvania, called Horzuazo (in German: Langen- 
thal), lived an honest Jew named Kliirman. His business was to buy the 
standing crops from the Wallack peasants (and occasionally from the needy 
Hungarian nobles), selling the wheat to the corn merchants at Arad. The 


business was risky, but occasionally gave great profits, and in time Kliirman 
became a well-to-do man. When I had charge of the East Hungarian Railway, 


he undertook a contract for earth works, which he executed faithfully with a 
heavy loss—for he did not understand the business, and had taken it up to 
please his son. Well, about three weeks ago, the Wallacks in the vill-ge hearing 
of the gallant deeds of their brethren beyond the Carpatheans, resolved to 
emulate them, and as they heard that Klirman had 20,000 florins (about £1,600) 
in his house, they banded tegether and attacked the Jew one stormy night in 
June. Twenty-five men, armed with guns, picks and knives, surrounded 
Klirman’s house and demanded his money, which he refused to surrender. 
They then broke into the premises, killed the old man, who was nearly 70 years 
e age, scworely wounded his son, ill-treated his two daughters, and carried off 
the spoil. | 

The Hungarian Baron who lived in the village did not care to expose his 


blue blood for the Jew, but drove off to the nearest railway station (10 miles . 


off) and telegraphed for assistance, which of course arrived a day after the fair. 
As far as my very recent information goes, none of the offenders have as yet 
been brought to justice, nor is any vigorous attempt being made in this direction. 

Now, the point of this affair is, that although an isolated case, it shows 
what an effect Russian invasion and Russian atrocities have had even beyond 
the border.. No outrages on the Jews were ever committed between 1867 and 


1877. The Wallack inhabitants of Transylvania were efther conscious of their 


inferiority or, which is most likely, they were afraid of the Austrian police. 
But the Russian invasion of Turkey and the declaration of independence of the 


- Roumanians has given them a political cloak, of which they are delighted to 


make use, to rob and kill the Jews who have the misfortune to be cleverer, 

richer, more industrious, and in every way better than they. © __

‘he War in the East (which is one of religious aggression) and the sufferings | 
_ of the poor Jews in Roumania are examples of its criminal bigotry and intoler- 


ance. The mere possibility of the present war ix sufficient to demoralise any 
one ; one would suppose nations professing civilization, and this much-vaunted 
Christianity, would never consent to stand by, and calmly contemplate the 
wholesale slaughter of their fellow-men. That outraged human nature would 


_ Tevolt against it; that the protection of the Turk would not be a paltry question 


of “ British interests,” but one of right feeling, justice and humanity. 
. Ae regards Judaism, those who despise it would do well to recollect that 
its teachings form the fundamental, and best part of all that is good in their 


— faith. We invariably judge of a tree by its fruits—a Jew is a good citizen

unbounded ; he not only educates and maintains his own poor, but with a bene- 
volence and largeness of heart (not to be met with in ristians), also gives

but owing to certain exterior irfluences, it has a slow but gradual tendency to 
become a circle.

exist, but after wading through masses of Tosefvth and similar writings, I 


cannot lay my hand upon a single quotation where these Chachamim are 
mentioned either individually or in connection with the towns aforementioned. 
I find allusions to the sages of London, Canterbury and Lincoln, but to those 
of no other localities. 

I should very much like to establish the fact of the existence of these sages 
in Norwich and York, apart from and supplementary to the notices I possess of 


therm in the Latin and Hebrew documents I have copied. The difficulty lies 


possibly in the spelling of both names, which is calculated to puzzle the — 


uninitiated. Norwich must be sought for under the form j°3N3, and York under 
its ancient appellation Puy N, Everwijc. This is the spelling I continually 
meet with. 

Perhaps some of our clergy might aid me in this search and favour me 
with the quotations required, or some of the gentlemen who study the Talmul 
at the Beth Hamedrash under the guidance of our respected Chief Rabbi.

BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 

, meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Tuesday at the Vestry Room of 
the spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. There were present : Mr. J. 
M. MontTeFIon#, President, in the chair ; Messrs. Israel Abrahams, 5. V. Abrahams, 
D. L. Alexander, B. Birnbaum, M. Castello, J. F. Cohen, Benn Davis, F. B. Halford, 
H, Harris, A. Hoffnune “!. A. Israel, G. Lindo, A. Mocatta, Samuel Montagu, H. 
Nathan, Louis Nathan, ... 3. Oppenheim, I. Pick, B, Samuel, S. Schloss, J. Sebag, J. 
I, Prck—in accordance with notice of motion—moved ‘That a Committee 
he nominated for the purpose of conferring with the Anglo-Jewish Association how 
the two Boards could act in harmony in all matters concerning Foreign Affairs. 
Mr. Pick regretted that the subject had not been brought under the attention of the 
Board by a more eloquent member, but he had brought it forward from a strong — 
sense of duty, relying upon the indulgence of the Board. The meeting would be 
aware that a considerable agitation had taken place in the community upon the 
question. He could not understand why the Board and the Association should not 
act cordially together, seeing that the object of both was the same. So far had the 
agitation proceeded, that even at the Council of the United Synagogue it had been 
proposed that the subvention to the Board should no longer be voted. A great deal 
of the honour and eredit claimed by the Board was really due to the venerable Sir 
Moses Montefiore, the President. who had acted in the name of the Board. Mr. Pick 
claimed for the Anglo-Jewish Association an important position in the community, 
a position that was gaining in importance and power every day ; and connected with 
the Association were many of the most influential and intellectual men of the 
community. He deeply regretted that the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association 


would not restrict in any way the investigation of the Committee. 

Mr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS seconded the motion, 

Mr. SAMvEL MonTAGU moved the “ previous question,” because he said that 
such an amendment would give an opportunity to those who considered. the time 
inopportune for the motion and those who entirely opposed it to unite their votes. 
If anything could have induced him to vote ‘in favour of the motion it certainly 
would not have been the remarks of ‘either of the proposer or seconder of the 
motion. The importance of the Association was much exaggerated. It was no 
wonder that the Press was in favour of the Association, seeing that one of its Vice-

Mr. IsnAEL ABRAHAMS: I referred to the general Press, not to the Jewish

Mr. SAMUEL MONTAGU, continuing, said that he had from the first opposed the 
formation ef the Anglo-Jewish Association, because of its political action. The 
\ssocintion did not represent any other body than what was already represented by 
the Board, with the one exception of the Berkeley Street Synagogue.’ The Associa- 
tion was an irresponsible body. Anybody, whether Jew or Christian, could subseribe 
five shillings a year to the Association, and thereby control its proceedings and 
action. The Board would not, he felt, be willing to act with such a body. 

Mr. S. ScHLOss seconded the “previous question.” He regretted that 
the question had been re-opened, and again rendered the members of the 
Board liable to the foulest attacks in the Press, so much so that it was preferable 
alinost to be a thief and pickpocket than a member of the Board, for the attacks 
could not in any case have been stronger. He was very sorry that all the angry 
feelings evoked last year should have again been let !oose on this question. The 
action of Mr. Pick was dangerous, and should receive the condemnation of the Board. | 

Mr. BENN DAvis supported the motion and defended the Association from the 
aspersions cast upon it by the two previous speakers. Ile asked the Board to carry 
the motion out of respect to the noble work done by Sir Moses Montefiore in past 
days. ‘The Board had a quasi-representative character, and the Association had 
ereater agencies than the Board had fer acting in behalf of their foreign brethren. 
ile therefore could not conceive why these two forces should not be united. 

Mr. Lovts NATHAN supported the * previous question.’ He pointed out that 
the Board was in existence before even Sir Moses was born, and performed useful 
work even then in the early days of its history. It was no detraction from the 
-giorious work done by Sir Moses to say that the Board itself could also lay 
claim to credit for the work done in its name. The motion moved by Mr. Pick 
was Inost inopportune. The Association did very useful work but was a non-- 
representative body. and, the. Board should therefore pause before givi:.g up any of 
its anthority to such a body. He did not think that the members who supported the 
motion had consulted the congregatians upon the subject. He was opposed to the 
political action of the Association, and contended that the Jews of each country 
should act in foreign matters through their respective governments only. The Jews

Mr. M.S. JOSEPH supported the motion of Mr. Pick ia compliance with a pledge 
lie had given to the congregation (the Borough) he represented. at the Buard.

Mr. H. HARRIS, in supporting the’ previous question,” said that the Board had 
almost since its establishment acted: in foreign affairs.

BupAPEST.—The following incident will exemplify the indifference with which 
religion is treated in some quarters. A working jeweller, of Jewish parentage, 
became a Catholic in order to be able to marry a woman professing this religion.

SUILDING SOCTETIES IN JERUSALEM,—In an article upon Building Societies in 
Jerusalem, the. Building Societies and Land Companies’ Gazette says: “ In 1875 three 
Burlding Societies were in successful operation, and in all probability other and 
more important societies have since been established. The societies then existing 
were known by the titles of * Beth Yaacob” (House of Jacob), * Eben Israel” (the 
Stone of Israei), and * Meth Shearim” (Hundred Gates); and by the instrumen- 


tality of these associations alone 235 families will have become possessed of the 
houses in which they live. 


We hope at some future time, and by the kind assistance 
given by Sir Moses Montefiore (at our request), to obtain many interesting particulars 
as to the origin and working of these societies ; but from the information already in 
our possession we find that they resemble very much the Land and Building Societies 
established in England some thirty years since, the funds being provided by the sub- 
scriptions of the members; and that buildings being erected on land purchased 
wholesale by the directors, are sold to the members for periodical payments in the 

The houses on completion are allotted by some process to 
the use of the members, the intention (which will probably be reali ed) being that 
every member wil eventually become the owner of the house allotted to him. 
Building Society enterprise seems, therefore, to be fairly developed in Jerusalem, and 
the operation of Land Societies would appear to be both possible and probable in the 
neighbourhoods of such cities as Jerusalem and Jaffa. We shall look with great 


interest for further news of the good work as it progresses in the East. But, doubt- | 


less, the thought has occurred to many of our readers that the successful working of

THE JEWS AFFECTED BY THE WAR. 


PRINCE GORTSCHAKOFF was cynical enough to inform the world that the war was 


a religious war. The Christian feeling of Holy Russia could no longer endure the 


sight of the cruelties perpetrated by unbelieving Turks upon the faithful in their 
dominions. Similar is the language held by the Czar himself in his proclama- 
tion to the Bulgarians. fie has come to redress their wrongs, not those of the 
other Christians, because, although of his faith, they are not of his race, becanse, 
as the head of Panslavism, dominion must remain its exclusive patrimony. 
Similar statements might have been made by PETER the ITermir, Pore Urnan 
and the other leaders of the Crusaders, had those days been days of despatch 
writing. What pathetic indictment these enthusiastic warriors wight have drawn 
up aginst the paynim and savage unbelievers had they been as experienced in 
plying the pen as handling the sword! They might have contended that nothing 
would secure from ill-usage the pilgrims whom veneration forthe spots sanctified by 
the footprints of the ‘Son of Man” and his apostles impelled to visit Palestine, but 
amaterial guarantee, consisting in the seizure of the thrice holy ground. And all 
this might have been urged without a perception of the cutting satire involved 
in it upon the solemn declaration of those who heraldeit “ Messia’s” advent, that 
with him would come peace and good-will to all men, with his own rebuke to tke 
fiery champion who would have defended his master sword in hand, and the 
awful asseveration that he that takes the sword shall perish by the sword ; nay, 
without having an insight into the ¢estimonium paupertatis thereby given to that 
Christianity, which in cases of differences knows of no other means of untying 
the knot than the old barbarous one employed by the debased and vilified 
heathen—of cutting it asunder with the keen edge of the blade. 


If the Christian feeling of Holy Russia cannot manifest itself in any other | 


way save by oppressing at home the schismatic and the Jew, and abroad by killing 
the violators of religious liberty, it would have been much better for mankind, 
and, let us add, for the fair fame of Christendom, too, if the Muscovites had 
continued to worship the idols of their forefathers to this day. The Russians 
have clearly set out on a crusade, and with it we must expect the recrudescence of 
all that religious fanaticism which to the woe of millions and eternal disgrace 
of the crusaders marked the footsteps of those wild warriors. But for this 


recrudescenoe, the Russians would never have permitted under their very eyes — 


those horrible scenes to be enacted by the brutalised Roumanians, which it wa 

our melancholy duty lately to record, nor the massacre of helpless Turks by 
Bulgarians, as reported by the general press. The Russians at this moment are the 
actual masters of Roumania, and they must share with the government of that 
benighted country the disgrace and the responsibility incurred by the atrocitie , 
committed at Giurgevo, Jassy and Darabani. After this, what can be ouy 
prognostications for the unfortunate Jews of Bulgaria, now that the Russian 
have succeeded in crossing the Danube! Still, there is for the Russian the 
excuse of the rag of an idea. He fights for the liberation of those who are of 
his faith and race. The Government may not deceive itself, but still the 
- common soldier may be upheld in the fierce struggle in which he is engaged by 
_ the elevating thought that he fights for his kindred and religion. But what 


excuse have the Roumanians for the barbarities perpetrated by them upon harm- | 
less fellow-subjects, who not only never attacked. either the faith or race of the 
general population, but have every interest possible to live with their countrymen 


— In peace and harmony, and to augment by every means in their power the well- 
being and prosperity of the common country? [here is absolutely no reason 


that could stand the test of evena superficial analysis. To discovera reason we have | 


_ to descend from the lucid heights of argument, whether of an intellectual or moral 
_ character, into the crooked, dismal sinuosities of petty. intrigue, and into the 
darkest recesses of savage propensities and of brutal instincts. We meet in the 
governing classes with the cunning of the fox when it hunts its weak prey, and in 
the lower popular strata the insatiability of the wolf and the bloodthirstness of 
the tiger. 
mutilating, and killing, because let loose, because hounded on, because thereby 
satisfying their ferucious appetites. as | 


We can easily believe that the late massacre at Giurgevo, and the still more 
_ Tecent horrors at Darabani, following as they did so closely upon the scenes enacted 
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They are simply brutes in human shape, destroying, ravaging, © 


in the Vaslui and other districts, came at a somewhat inconvenient period. They 
might serve asa pretext tothe philo-'l'urks to oppose the recognition of Roumania’s 
independence, by pointing to the savagery in her midst, and her unworthiness — 
| to be admitted into the comity of Europe’s civilised nations, The guerdon for 
her treachery to the suzerain power might be withheld from her. Just now it 
is in Roumania’s interest to stand well with the West, and therefore to feign 
horror at the atrocities committed. We can even believe that in order to throw 
dust in the eyes of the West, she may put on the semblance of virtuous indig- 
nation, and make arrests right and left, and, instead of acquitting all the 
criminals, as was the case after the riots in Cahul and other places, actually 
find the monsters guilty, aad keep them in custody until the expediency of 
dissimulation shall have passed. All this we can believe. We may even believe, 
as stated in some foreign journals, that her government has issued circulars to its 
representatives abroad, in which it denounces these atrocities, instead of deny-— 
ing them, as it did on former occasions, and promises to enquire into them to 


| inflict condign punishment upon the guilty and indemnify the sufferers, 


But does it not occur to this government to ask itself, how is it that 
nowhere else in Europe, Turkey included, are such scenes so frequently enacted, 
call so often for remonstrances from the West, and have so often to be denied, 
palliated, or admitted? If the ministry has not asked itself this question, we 
will do so for it, and supply also the answer. Horrible scenes of this kind are 
so frequently enacted in Roumania, because Messrs. BRATIANO, COGALNICEANO, 
RossETTI, and the other wire-pullers in that benighted country deemed it expe- 
dient when they conferred a most latitudinarian constitution upon a people 80 
utterly debased and brutalised as to be totally incapable of comprehending its 
significancy, and using it honourably and with discretion, to exclude the 

Jews from its operations, and thus singled them out to the besotten worthless 
masses as an infamous section, which might be ill-treated with impunity, 
which might be robbed and murdered, with slight fear of retribution, which was 
an alien, an intruder, and an enemy, and therefore deserved no consideration, and 
to get rid of which by any means was rather a merit than a misdeed. Such was 
the tacit teaching of the exclusion of the Jews from the benefits of the Constitution, 
And stupid as the masses are, they were not stupid enough not to understand the 
lesson given them, especially when those came forward who gave it tongue, and 
practically showed the people how it was to be put into practice, Acts of oppres- 
sion and persecution soon supervened. Now was the time for the Government, the 
Chambers and the Prince to show, had there been a spark of humanity in them, 
that although they deemed it expedient not to confer upon the native Jews the 
rights of citizenship, yet the consideration due to sojourners and strangers 
should not be set aside. Now was the time to carry out those duties which 
hospitality commends, civilization imposes, and international law enforces. But 
instead of condemning and suppressing these excesses, the Press defended them, 
the ministry approved of them, and the Legislature legalized them by fresh 
enactments, inciting to new cruelties; and the Prince ? well the Prince held his 
peace, and thus tacitly ratified them. The natural consequence followed. 

Let the roughs in the East of our metropolis only get an inkling that the 
police, we will not say is ready to connive at their misdeeds, but is rather 
somnolent,and we shall soon see what scenes would be enacted. Well,the Rou- 
mauian brutes soon found out whither they might turn with impunity to gratify 
their greed and ferocious instincts. Is it surprising that matters turned out as they 
did? Indeed, the surprise would have been had it been the other way. The surprise 
would have been after the invitation given to a wolfish besotted peasantry if the 
invitation had not been accepted. Where the carcase is there will be the vultures. 
Is it the fault of the stupid mobs, whether tramping along in fustian or stalking 
abroad in broad-cloth, that they cannot nicely discern between the periods when 
a pleasant game with the wretched Jews, just pour passer le tems, would appear 
quite harmless in the eyes of the ministry, and when it would be rather 
inconvenient to the executive? Ic is not given to every lout or even student 
at the famous Roumanian high schools to possess the shrewdness, the eagle 
glance of a BRATIANO, the statesmanship of a CoGALNICEANO, and the fine tact. of 
‘a Rossert1, and to know when a Jew may be pelted, outraged, robbed, 
killed, or atlowed to be drowned in the Danube like a puppy, or when some 
restraint should be put upon those patriotic impulses. So excesses were com- 
mitted at inconvenient periods. The fowl:came home to roost. You must 
therefore not be surprised, you BratraNo, CoGaLNIceANo and Rosserrt, 
you who form this ;-ntle triumvirate, who have conspired for purposes 
of your own agains: the thousands of harmless Jews settled in your 
country, who brought upon them calamities unequalled in atrocity since 
ToRQUEMADA compassed their destruction in Spain, if you are held personally 
responsible for the perpetration of the horrors which you have caused, for the 

happiness of families which you have utterly and recklessly destroyed, for the 

robberies that have been committed, for the innocent blood that has been shed, — 
for the odium which you have brought on the Roumanian name, and for the 
wide demoralisation and licentiousness which you have spread among the masses 
familiarising them with rapine, violence and even murder. Yes, it is you 
who are guilty of all these crimes. If there be a spark of conscience in you, sleep 


before your mental eyes, the groans of the tortured racked by the executioners 

sent out by you should haunt you day and night. If there is aretributive justice | 
here below or above, the pangs you have inflicted on hoary heads tied to 

their sick-bed, on hapless women in childbed, incapable of hiding from your — 
monsters, and delicate babes who had just only seen the light of day—all these 
pangs should fasten upon you, should drive you restlessly from place to place, 
the memory of the horrors on those dark, bitter cold winter nights of the Vaslui

should for ever flee from your couches. Thesight of the agonised victims writaing 
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to you like the Nessus shirt, and should extort from you the cry by day would 


If there be a Supreme Judge 
above, as we all believe, Who apportions punishment to crime, then all the 


- woes and all the tortures which a Dante saw with his prophetic eye mest fall 


short of the lot that awaits you on the dreaded day that will call you to an 
account; for your misdeeds pale by the side of those which are being expiated 
in the lowest abyss. | | 


There is an excuse for your ignorant tools. Travel and education have | 


never opened their eyes. But you have been long enough in the civilise. West 


to know what justice and humanity mean. The pages of history lie open 


before you: you know well enough that if your Jewish countrymen are really, 


_ so degraded, so debased, so steeped in vice and filth as you pretend—which we, 
however, deny, as it would be all but impossible to be more brutalised and to 


wallow more deeply in the mire of all that is filthy and squalid than is the 
mass of the general population—it is the fault of their oppressors, persecutors 


and executioners. You, with your experience, your knowledge of tuman nature, 
must know well enough that asuuken population is not to be raised by depressing 


its intellectual and moral level still more, by giving it an additional kick to 
accelerate its gliding down the decline on which it stands, avd by closing 
against it every avenue through which individuals might struggle forth from 
the morass into which they have been flung You have often enough come 
into contact with Jews of the West to know that there is in their race that which 
enables them to rise as soon as the iron weight keeping them down is removed, 


that there is in them a marvellous aptitu e tor the acquisition of culture, an innate 


desire to rival their betters in the domain of literature and science so soon as a 


field for honourable usefulness is opened to them, and that in charity and morality — 


in general the educated Jews soon vie with all other classes in the same social 
scale. You do and must know that a century ago, when the ghetto till shut in the 
Jews of the West, when oppression still weighed them down, when schools and 
guilds were equally closed against them, they occupied pretty much the position 
now held by the mass of Moldavian Jews, and that they did not rise until a 
friendly hand was held ont to them. Of all this ye Roumanian dictators 
must be aware, and so must Prince or King Cuartes. And you King 
CHARLES, were the throne of such a people offered to us we should spurn 
it with all our wight. Rather King of Dahomey than of Ronmania. Indeed. 
it is to us a problem how a sciou of the glorious house of Hotenzollern, 
a dynasty distinguisted for enlightenment, at the head of a nation leading the 
van ot European culture, could so degrade himself as to remain ruler of such a 


demoralised, of such a ferocious, of such a bloood-thirsty peuple, a disgrace — 


to the civilisation which it shams and the Christianity which it simulates. 
King CHARLES clearly does not lead, but is dragged or rather hounded on by the 
corruptors of the nation. The time may yet come, as it has come in fanatical 
Spain, when the names of the Roumanian triamvirate willbe uttered with the 
same horror as is now that of TorqukMADA by the liberalism of the Pyrenean 
peninsula. The time may yet come when Roumanian historians will record 
with the same shame and cuntrition the misdeeds which King CHARLES allowed 
to be perpetrated in his dominions, and to which his passive attitude gave 
assent, with which Spavish liberals in our days regard the atrocities of 
FrRDINAND and IsaBeLLA, The time may yet come when the utterance of 


these very names may mantle with a blush the check of every right-minded 
Roumanian. 


We have now unbosomed ourselves. We have given relief to our oppressed 
soul, 
Roumanian Jewe—like HAMAN when Mordecai gave offence—go instruct your 
Romanuuls to vilify and caluuiuate the Jews still more, and to refuse to receive 
from them any refutation of the slanders. Go, incite the Chambers to pass new 
murderous laws, and promote to high office the most blood-thirsty among your 
minions. Go and instruct your tovls abroad to deny the crimes which you have 


coolly planned at home, and wheedle out from Jewish vanity or perhaps extort 


from the fearing Jews of Bucharest certificates that shall whitewash you—go 
and d. this. Pablish in your organ, amidst the shedding of crocodile tears, the 
ominous tireat, under the disguise of friendly advice. “We exhort the Jews of 
Roumania to preserve the greatest tranquility, and not to hope that they will 


advance their cause by agitation; on the contrary, by coustantly agitating, as 
some thopghtlessly do, they may expose themselves to the greatest misfortunes | 


in the crisis through whieh the country is just now passing.” You will not 
deter us English Jews by this savage thieat, which is quite sufficient to 


characterise your ferocity, from raising ovr voice against these horrors, It 


does not require the agitation of Roumanian Jews to rouse the indignation of 


mankind against you—you yourselves, your sanguinary deeds are the agitators 


Go on plundering, destroying, maiming and massacreing.

THE MAYOR OF TAUNTON. 


In our impression of the 29th ult. we had the gratification to announce that 
Mr. Myer Jacobs, a coreligionist, had been elected the first Mayor of ‘l'aunton 
(Somerset). The following correspondence on the subject has been torwarded

The Daily Telegraph raakes the following comment upon the correspon- 
It is surprising what an amount of ignorance there is among many of those who are generally 
regarded as belonging to the educated classes. For example, the Reverend Frederick Jeremiah 
Smith, Master of Arts, and Vicar of Taunt n, does not seem to be aware that the great battle for 
the emancipation of the Jews has been long ago fought and won in this country. It would appear 
that the town of Taunton has thought proper to elect a Jewish gentleman named Jacobs as its 
Mayor and the worthy vicar is greatly distressed at this procee ing. It has eccurred to him that, 
his Mayor is not a “baptised persen,” and a fearful virion of the intolerableness of life under the 
municipal jurisdiction of a chief magistrate whe has not been christened has troubled him sorely, 
He cannot, in fact, believe it possible that an unbaptised Mayor could effec! ively reign over Taunton 
any more than others of his cloth can conceive that the House of Lords could exist without Bishops, 
In astonishment, t erefore, at finding Taunteon—despite the election of Mr. Jacobs as Mayor —still 
standing were it stood, the Reverend Frederick Jeremiah Smith writes to this municipal magnate a 
pathetic letter asking him if it be really true that he is unbaptised, and urging him to reply, 80 as 
to relieve the “town trom an exceedingly ainiul and distressing inpression.’ Why it should 
be vainful an! distressing to the Vicar of Taunton to have an “unbaptised perso” as his 
chief municipal officer, when many years ago the law rendered it Competent for such 
persons to sitin St. Stephen’s as Parliamentary repr sentatives, does not appear. We can only 
suppose he has been asleep all the e long years, and is under the impression that the political 
disabiliiies of Jews are not yet removed. For it seems that Mr. Smith's objection to his 
Mayor is coneentrated in the fact that thet gentleman, as he admits in his reply, * bel ngs to 
the Hebrew faith.” Itis a pitiful business altogether, and suggests some unpleasant reflections, 
Mr. Smith is only one of many men of his Class among the clergy who have been pampered into that 
condition of sacerdotal arrogance which not merely ignores the teachings of history and experience. 
but also persists in interfering with the minutest personal and political rights.of British subjects. 
They have coine to regard themselves as being not only established by the State, but as establishing 
the State ; and they cannot conceive of a condition of thi gs in which existence is possible unless it 
be regulated according to their rubrics. They, no doubt, honestly believe that it is a terrible sin for 
a town, when on the outlook for a good municipal administrator, to select an “unbaptised pe sen,” 
and they talk as if it would be more moral to submit to a bad but baptised ruler than to the juris- 
diction of a Jew, It is interesting to the sociologist to come across remnants of this quaintly 
barbarous belief in our free commonwealth. To everybody else, however, it is painful to note that 
it has been found surviving in @ fossil state Within What ought to be a centre of Hberal religious 
enlightenment.

“THE SERVANT OF THE LORD."° 


[THIRD ARTICLE. ] 


Let us now proceed to verse 7, “‘ He was oppressed and he was afilicted, 
and he opened not his mouth : he is bronght as a lamb to the slaughter, and as 
a sheep before her shearers is dumb, so he openeth pot his mouth.” We ask 
when, where, and by whom was Jesus oppressed or afflicted 2? He went about 
as a freeman, surrounded and followed by his disciples. There, no doubt, were 


some persons to whom his teaching proved distasteful, and who drove him 


away. This may be called persecution. but certainly not either oppression or 


affliction. He was not struck by any special disabilities, nor was there any 


special tax levied upon him, in consequence of his teaching, nor was he ever 
imprisoned or subjected to any tortures in consequence of the doctrines held by 
him. And when he was at last iuprisoned, and treated with indignity and 
cruelty, a few hours sufficed to free him from all persecution through death. 
Why, therefore, should it bave been predicted of Jesus that he would be 
oppressed and afflicted when there have been scores and scores of good persons 


before and after bim who suffered infinitely more for their convic'ions than | 


had Je-us? And is it a tact that he did not open his mouth while either bef re 
his jadges or on the cross? His biographers tell us quite a different tale 


Ma thew relates that when seized, he said : “Are you come out as against a_ 


thief with swords and stav 5 for to take me,’ &c. And to the High Priest wh le 
nuder examination, he replied : Thou hast said ; nevertheless [ say unto you, 
hereafter shall ye see the son of man sitting on the right hand of power and 
coming in the clouds of heaven” Mark introduces him, giving the same answer 
to the High Priest’s question, whether he was the Christ... Luke has a somewhat 
different version. But still a reply was given by Jesus to the High Pri-st 
questioning him whether he was the Christ. Indeed, he held) with the council 
something which approached a conversation on the subject. ‘Art thea the 
Christ ? tell us,” they asked him, and he rephed: “If Utell you ye will uot 
believe. And if I also ask-you, ye will not answer me, nor let me go Hereafter 
shall the son of man sit on the right hand of the power of God.” And to the 
subsequent question, ‘‘ Art thouthen the son of God ?” he replied, ‘ye said that 
fam.” To Pilate, too, he said: “Thou sayest it.’ And while led to death he 
addressed some remarks of considerable length to the women following him, 
who bewailed and lamented him. Upon the cross, we are informed, he bad ‘a 
conversation with his two fellow sufferers. John is still more minute in his 
report of what Jesus said when be was arrested, what he replied to Caiaphas, 
and how he remenstrated with the officer who smote him. How could the 
prophet, therefore, have said with r-ference to Jesus’ passion “Te was oppresred 
and he was afilicted, yet he opened not his mouth ; he is brought as a lamb to 
the slanghter and as a sheep before her shearers, is dumb, so he openeth not his 
mouth?” And how could the prophet have declared “ And be made his grave 
with the wicked and with the rich in his death.” when, as we learn from the 
Evangelist, just the contrary was the case with Jesus, for he died with the 
wicked, having been crucified in company with two criminals, and was buried 
in the sepulchre of the rich Joseph of Arima'hea ? | 

In the next verse (10), it is foretold that the sufferer “shall see his 
seed,” and ‘shall prolong his days.’ Now “seed,” In such a connection as 
found here never meant anything else, noryindeed, can mean anything e'se, 
but bodily offspring. Yet there is nowhere said in‘ the Gospels that Jesus 
was ever married, aud still less that he had children. Nor can it be said that a 
lite which did not extend beyond thirty-three years—it is admitted that this 
was the utmost limit which his life could have reached—was long, 80 as to 
justify the prediction “he shall prolong his days.” Lastly, who were ‘the 
great” with whom he was to divide a portion, and “the strong’? with whom he 
was to divide the spoil? If this passage have any meaning at all, it means that 
besides Jesus there were other victors over death—the great and the strong— 
who shared the domi ion which, according to the Christian doctrine, God 
assigned to “ His Son” atter his resurrection. 

By these numerous discrepancies between the account given by the prophet 


of the end of the sufferer and that of the evangelists of the passion of Jesus, we 


are placed under the necessity of embracing one of the alternatives : either the 
prophet described his vision incorrectly, or the evangelists were mistaken in 
the sketch of tie life and death of Jesus. And should neither of these alterna- 
tives be admitted as correct, then the only way out of the dilemma would be to 
assume that the prophets’ sufferer is not identical with Jesus,and that the evange- 
lists were misled in the assumed identity by the similarity of some of the details 
in the chapter under discussion with some of the incidents which characterised 
the imprisonment and execution of Jesus. If so, the evangelists were some- 
what hasty in their identification, and thereby misled all Christendom. To this 
conclusion we are driven by the consideration that if it had been the intention of 
the prophet to foreshadow in the fate of the sufferer deliueated that of Jesus, and 
thus to place in the hands of the evangelists irrefragable proofs of the messianic 
character of Jesus and the object of his mission, he, or rather the Holy Ghost, 
who spoke through his mouth, would have taken the greatest care possible that 
there should not have been the slightest discrepancy between the details given 
ia the prophecy here and the account of the lite and passion. of Jesus ia the 
Gospels, so as to make the identification a matter of certaiuty. Either such was 
the object of the prophet—in which case he has clearly failed to attal it—or 


‘he had quite a different one in view, with which he bas not been pleased to 
acquaint us, Now, surely no one will have the bardihood to maintain that the 


prophet so bungled the portrait painted by him as to misrepresent some of the 
features depicted, or he misrepresented on purpose, in order to make the work of 
Foren difticalt by design, and to lead the deniers of the identity into a 
eadly sin, 
But then, it will be asked, if the prophet did not mean Jesus whom else did 


he intend. to pourtray? To this we reply that the onus probandi whom the 
prophet meant cannot be shifted upon our shoulders. It is for those who 
Inaintain that we have before us the portrait of Jesus to prove their point, not- 


for us who maintain that it caunot be that of Jesus to prove whose else it might 


be. We candidly confess that we are not quite sure whom the prophet meant, 


al‘hough we believe that by the servant of the Lord of whom the prophet im this 
prophecy as well as in numerous others speaks is meant Israel in her collective 
capacity, as. mamtained by many commentators... luis, bowever, may after all de a 
inistake. the prophet may have had in bis min '’s eye some individual sutterer, 
some martyr to the sacred cause well kuown to his co-temporaries to whom the 
prophecy was delivered, but whose name and history have not reached us.
